To be a true American cook one 
should always be adding to her corn- 
meal . dishes,” There are cornmeal 
breads that are a delight, so why use 


those that are chnoky and unappetiz- 
ing? There.are cornmeal puddings 
which are variations of mush which in 
many cases seem quite tinrelated to 
it. And there are other ways a many 
of using a cold mush other than fry- 
ing it; and of these none is more 
dainty when the work is rightly done 
than a gnocchi, an Italian name for a 
variety of delicious dishes, and wun- 
.trarisiatable. Try this: 

Put one-half cup of either yellow or 
white cornmeal with two cups of cold 
water and.teaspoon of salt. You may 
have greater success if you mix with 
the dry cornmeal a tablespoon of flour. 
The best way to cook this is in the top 
‘of a double boiler for one hour, but a 
half hour in this case will do, Do not 
stir until it is taken up, when it may 
be a little watery around the sides, and 
the whole needs evening up. Pour this 
cooked mush into a.small bread tin 
rinsed out with cold water. | 

The amount of mush thus made wi 
be enough for a pint of white sauce. 
When it is cold cut it into small blocks 
and then put aslayer of these into a 
buttered baking dish. Over this put 
a layer of white sauce and grated
